‘Y”  UNABLE  TO  STOP  STRONG 
BOBCAT  OFFENSE  IN  LAST 
QUARTER  OF  CONTEST. 


A last  quarter  offensive  netted  the 
Montana  State  Bobcats  a hard-earned 
19-7  victory  over  the  Blue  Cougars 
Saturday  afternoon  at  Bozeman,  Mon- 
tana. It  was  under  exceptionally 
good  weather  for  Boxeman  that  the 
Montana  fans  witnessed  Couch  Shu- 
bert  Dyches’  boys  triumph  over  the 
Provo  eleven,  coached  by  the  Bob- 
cat coach’s  former  master. 

Montana’s  rushing  offensive  was 
matched  with  Young’s  fast,  tricky 
plays,  and  the  steady,  battering  of- 
fensive won.  The  Cougars’  running 
attack  was  a threat  at  all  times  and 
kept  the  large  crowd  thrilled  with  ex- 
citement even  to  the  last  whistle. 
With  Rowe  and  Vacher,  speedy  and 
shifty  open  field  runners;  Thorne’s 
smashing  line  plunges;  and  Ballif,  the 
heady  field  general,  the  Cougars  pre- 
sented a most  colorful  array  of  back- 
field  stars  with  which  the  Bobcats 
threw  an  equally  impressive  quartet 
of  ball  carriers  in  Penfield,  Wylie, 
Gardner  and  Grady. 

For  a full  half  the  two  teams  bat- 
tled about  evenly,  the  ball  see-sawing 
back  and  forth  with  no  decisive  ad- 
vantage for  either  side.  With  but  a 
few  minutes  to  play  in  the  first  half 
the  home  team  launched  an  aerial  at- 
tack that  took  the  ball  to  the  “Y”  10- 
yard  line.  It  then  took  the  Montan- 
ans three  tries  to  score  when  Wylie 
crashed  over  for  a touchdown.  The 
extra  point  was  converted. 

Coach  Romney’s  between-halves  in- 
fluence was  evident  when  the  Blue 
boys  came  back  and  rushed  the  heavier 
Montanans  off  their  feet  and  scored 
a touchdown  within  a few  minutes  of 
the  opening  whistle.  The  point  after 
the  touchdown  was  converted  and  the 
score  was  tied  at  7-7.  For  the  remain-

On  the  front  page  of  the  Spalding 
Official  Swimming  Guide  for  1928,  ap- 
pears the  picture  of  Bud  Shields, 
Young  Cougar  swimming  marvel.  To 
thousands  of  sports  followers  both  in 
America  and  abroad  will  Bud  become 
known  through  this  medium  as  the 
most  outstanding  star  of  the  year.  The 
honor  of  appearing  on  the  front  page 
of  an  official  guide,  such  as  Spaldings, 
is  one  of  the  highest  that  can  be  be- 
stowed upon  an  individual  for  prowess 
in  a certain  field  of  athletics. 

In  the  guide  book  Bud  Shields  re- 
ceives much  space  devoted  to  him  in 
praise  and  admiration  of  his  accomp- 
lishments as  a swimmer.  He  was  sel- 
ected on  the  all-American  collegiate 
team  for  1927,  having  been  placed  ir 
first  place  in  the  220  and  440  yard 
free  style.

This  brilli- 
ant swimmer  from  the  Rocky  Moun- 
tain Conference  was  the  only  athlete 
to  win  two  first  places,  a distinction 
which  was  further  enhanced  by  the 
fact  that  he  also  established  two  re- 
cords; the  first  was  a new  National 
Collegiate  A.  A.  and  American  Col- 
legiate record  for  the  440  yard  free 
style  swim  of  5 minutes  8 2-10  sec- 
onds. His  second  record  stellar  per- 
formance comprised  a new  N.  C.  A. 
A.  record  in  the  220  yard  free  style 
swim  with  a time  of  2 minutes  19  8-lC 
seconds.” 

Recognition  was  also  given  to  the 
popular  “Y”  swimming  mentor.  Coach 
C.  S.  Leaf,  through  his  appointment 
to  a position  on  the  advisory  commit- 
tee of  the  N.  C.  A.  A. 

A picture  of  the  entire  “Y”  swim- 
ming team  is  given  prominence  in  the 
Spalding  Guide  as  the  thrice  champ- 
ionship team  of  the  Rocky  Mountain 
conference. 

Three  eastern  universities  are  angl- 
ing for  satisfactory  negotiations  to 
meet  the  Brigham  Young  swimmers 
in  dual  meets  this  winter.  These  teams 
— Michigan  university,  Washington 
university  of  St.  Louis,  and  North- 
western are  anxious  to  come  to 
Provo  for  an  engagement  with  the  ‘Y’ 
Cougar  aquatic  artists.'
